Judge Porter Concludes His Arzument Amidst the 
InVrruptions of Guiieau and Sceville—Jrvdge 
Cox Delivers His Charge, and the Jury 
Finds Him Guiity of Murder, Etc. 


Wasnixetros, January 24-—-Judge Porter 
resumed his argument and tevyiewed the tes- 
timony of John W. Guiteas. The prisoner 
interrupted him continually with exclama- 
tions, “That's atie,’’ ““Yeu're a blood man,” 
etc. He became so violeat and noisy that it 
was with the greates: difficulty that the 
bailiffs could quiet hiea. The interruptions ;

Judge Cox then read his charge te the jury. 
Fie commenced by saying that the constifi- 
tion provides-thatin all criminal prosecutiens 
Vrat the acecsed shall have the right of a 
speedy and public trial by an impartial jury 
Gn the state and district wiere the crime shall 
have beer committed that he = #nall 
ye informed of the cause and 
nature <f the secusation against 
him; that”. he be eonfrented 
with the witnesses against him; that he shall 
have compulsory process to obtain witaesses 
in his favor, and that he shal! have the assist- 
ance of ceunsel ip his defense. These provis- 
ions weresntended for the pretection of the 
innocent from injustice and eppressien, and } 
it was only by their faithful observance that 
muilt or innocence could be fairly ascertained. | 
avery accused person was pre- 
sumed ‘#9 be innocent until the accusation 
was proved. With what difficulty and 
trouble the law had been administered in the 
present case the jurers had been daily wit- 
nesses. It was, nowever, a consolation te 
think that not one of those sacred guarantees 
of theconstitution tad been violated in the 
person of the accused. At last the lone 
chapter of proof wasended. The task of the 
advocate Was done,.and it now rested with 
the jury to determine the issue between pub- 
lic justice and the prisoner atthe bar. No one 
could teel more keenly than himself 
the great responsibility of his duties, afid he 
felt that he could only discharge them by 
close adherence to the law a3 laid down by its 
highestauthority. Befere proceeding further, 
he wished to notice ar incident which had 
taken piace pending the recent argument. 
The prisoner had frenvently taken occasion 
to proclaim that public opinion, as evidenced 
by the press and correspondence, was in bis 
favor. These dle daragjions eould not 
have been prevented, except by the process 
of gagging the prisoner. Anysuggestion that 
the jury could be infleenceet by such lawless 
clattering of the prisoner would have seemed 
to him absurd, and he should have felt that 
he was insulting the tniclligence of the jury 
ifhe had warned thet mot to regard it. The 
counsel for the prosecution had felt it neces- 
sary, however, in the final argument to inter- 
pose a contradiction to such statement, and 
an exception had been taken on the part of 
the accused to the form in which that effort 
was made. For the purpose ot 
purging the record of any objectionable mat- 
ter he should simply say that anything which 
had been said on cither side in reference to 
public exciiement or te newspaper opinion 
was not to be regarded by the jury. The in- 
dictment charged the defendant with having 
murdered James A. Garkeld, and it was the 
duty of the court to explain the nature of, 
the crime charged. Murder Was

He now approaches that difficult quese 4 
tion. He had already said that a man who ts 
insane in the sense that makes him irrespon- 
sible, cannot commitcrime. Thedefense of in- 
sanity had been so abused as to be brought into 
great discredit. It was a last resort in cases 
of unquestioned guitt. It had been an excuse 


for juries to brmg in verdicts of acquittal 


accused, and especially where there was prov- 
ocation for homicide according to public sen- 
timent, but not according te law. For that 
reason

tile to it. Nevertheless, if insanity were 
established to the degree necessary, it was a 
perfect defense for an indictment fer murier, 
and must be allowed full weight. It would 
be observed that, in tlis case, there wes no

Those were eases which, for 
want of a bets rterm, were ca/led partal in- 
sanity. Sormmetimes its -existence and some- 
tiuves its limes were deubttul and unéefina- 
ble, and im those cases it «vas dificult to 
decermine Wacther the patient hud passed 
the line of snoral or legal accountabslity for 
ws actions. The jury weuhd bear in mind 
thata mancdid not become drresponsible by 
the mere tact of his being partially insane.

Whenever this partial insanity 
was relied on asthe defense, it must appear 
that the crime charged was the product 6° 
delusion or other morbid eondition, and cor- 
nected withit asthe effect with the cause, an! 
that > was net the resuit of scare 
reasoning which a party might be capable of 
notwithstanding his limited and cireur:- 
scribed disorder. Assuming that that infirr- 
ity of mind had « direct inflnence on crime, 
the difficulty was to fix the character of the 
disorder which fied the responsibility or ir- 
responsibility in law. ‘The outgoing of the 
judicial mind on that -sexbject had not been 
alwavs entirely satisfactory norin harme iy 
with the conclesions @f medical 
Courts had in fermer tinves passed on the law 
in rerard to insanity without regard te the 
medical aspect of the subject, but it would 
only be properly-dealt with by a concurrer ce 
of harmonious treatment, the two sciences of 
law and medicigve. The. courts had, there- 
fore, adopted and again dt-carded one theory 
after another in the effort to -¥nd 
some common ground onewhich to stand, and 
his effort would be to give to the jury the 
results most comznonly ace: pted by the carrt. 
It weuld be well t6 say a word to the jury us 
to the kind of evidence by which courts end 
juries were guided in this ficult and . deli- 
cate inquiry. That subtlest of essences called 
the mind defied, of course, ocular inspection.

To get at the truth of it, a ConsTITUTION 
reporter called on Major McCracken, superin- 
tendent in charge of construction. He found 
him in his oftice on Broad street, busy, as 
asual. In answer to a question as to what was 
the meaning of the rumor, he smilingly re-

“Well, we have stopped work between 
South river and the Western and Atlantic 
road, as you will see by these orders just

the track f.r any other purpose. The legisla- 
ture did not see fit to require us to go to the 
council. There was no ordinance of the 
council to require us to come before it until 
this ordinance was passed last night at a 
called meeting of the council held for another 
purpose. We had already fixed the grades of 
our tracks through the city, made contracts 
for grading, prepared for sidewalks, and noti- 
fied the city authorities of what we had done. 
Why then should we have gone to the coun- 
cil when no law or ordinance or former cus 
tom required it?” 

‘-Does the work and the grades as you have 
made them, cost the city anything?’ 

“Not one cent. If we fix the crossings of a 
single street to damage the city or injure the 
citizens. we are liable in the courts and under 
the law to remedy all evils. The law of the 
state requires us to make safe and proper 
crossings and to make a!] grades and buy all 
lands necessary to do that. We were in- 
formed by our counsel that the law was ex- 
plicit on this subject an 1 we endeav- 
ored to meet it in letter and 
in spirit. We did not expect be 
treated as criminals in the matter, because 
we hoped to be given an opportunity to reme- 
dy all the damages by proper compensation, 
or such proper work as might be required of 
us without having to be at the beck and nod 
of officials who prebably might sometime 
pick afuss with us in which the public was 
not at aliinterested.”’ 

‘Does your grade as adopted by you inter- 
fere with the crossing ef the road at any ol 
the streets?” 5 

“Not at all. The crossings which we will 
have will all be better than those which have 
been heretofore made by other roadsin At 
lonta. For instance, where we cross White- 
hall street we sink our track below the street 
sufficiently to put a good bridge over it.”’ 

“We mentioned in Tne Constitution a few 
days ago that your company was going to es- 
tablish their shops here.~ How about that?” 

“The question is now pending before the 
managers of our road with a.great probability 
of not only the shops, but the general officers 
of all our lines being located here, but from 
the tone of the telegram 1 showed you, you 
will readily infer that there is ne probability 
of this being done if this ordinance remains 
of force.”’ 

“Why not?’ 

“Because we 
although in form general _legisla- 
tion «as specially aimel at our road 
and as unfnendly legislation from those who 
ought to be our friends. We will have to 
build many side-tracks to our shops, and if 
we have to consult the council every time we 
lay down a side-track and let them fix the 
grades we will have some at one grade and 
others at another. One council will say we 
must tix it this way and another will suggest 
some other way; which, yousce, would leave 
us entirely at the mercy of every council 
elected, and Atlanta might some time have a 
council that would not do to trust. Sorye 
cities have been in this fix. 

“Would another grade than the onc now 
jixed into and through Atlanta do for yout 
road?” . 

“We can't make the gfade of our road con- 
form to the street grades—that is impossible. 
A railroad mnst have a uniform grade; cach 
street crossing it may have a dill¢rent grade. 
Take the case of Nelson and Markham streets, 
to illustrate. There is a difference ot} twenty 
feet between these two streets, 
only ninety feetapart. There 1s a difference 
of eight feet between Mitchell and Markham 
streets, and they are only about one hundred 
feet apart. You can well see that to make us 
conform to their grades here we would be at 
the end of our work, for*no engine ean run 
over such grades.”’ 

Have you any objection to consu!ting the 
council* about the grades of your mee and 
the street crossings?’ 

“None whatever. As I have told you, we 
have cansulted the city authorities, and have 
done everything that we thought was neces 
sary. Weare advised by our attorneys tha 
the city council had no right to interfere v¢it 
us unless we violated the law. We consv Jt 
with their engineers and other officials t 94 
their assistance to help us fix the grades . * 
wanted them to their satisfaction, and 
tofore, as the expressed themselves, ¢ ‘af 
them was satisfied.

kilied him from other motives, as for in- 
stance, robbery, or through mistaking him 
for another, or as claimed in this case—to 
produce a public benefit. If it could be 
shown that the killing occurred in the heat of 
passion, or under provocation, then it 
would appear that there was no pre- 
smeditated attempt, and therefore no 
malice atorethought, and that would reduce 
the~ crime to manslaughter. It was hardly 
‘necessary, bowever, to say that there was 
nething of that kind in the present case. The 
jury would have tosay either that the de- 
fendant was guilty of murder or that he was 
innocent. In order to constitute the crime 
of murder the assassin must have a reasona- 
bly sane mind. In technical terms, he must 
be ‘‘of sound mind, memory and discretion.”’ 
An irresponsibly insane man could not 
commit murder. If he was laboring 
under a disease of the mental faculties to 
such an extent that he did not know what 
he was doing or did not know it was wrong, 
then he was wanting in that sound mind, 
memory and discretion that was a part of the 
definition of murder. In the next place every 
defendant was presumed innocent until the 
accusation aguinst Lim was established 
by proof. Inthe next place, notwithstanding 
this presumption of innocence, it was equally 
true that defendant was presumed to be sane, 
and to have been so at the time the crime was 
committed. That is to say, that the govern- 
ment was not bound te show affirmatively as 
a part of its proof that the defendant was sane. 
As insanity was the exception and as a major- 
ity of men are sane, the law presumed the 
latter to be the condition of every mai 
until some reason was shown 
to believe to the contrary. The bur- 
den was, therefore, on the defendant 
who set up insanity as an excuse for crime,to 
produce proof, in the first instance to show 
that that presumption was mistaken so far us 
it related to the prisoner. .The crime, there- 
fore, involved three elements—the killing, 
ynalice and a responsible mind in the mur- 

_derer. After all the evidence was before the 
jury, if the jury, while bearing in mind both 
those presumptions, that is, that the 
defendant is innocent til] he is 
proved guilty, and that he is sane till the con- 
trary appears, still entertained what is called 
reasonable doubt on any ground or as to any 
of the essential elements of crime, then the 
defendant was entitled to the benefit of that 
doubt, and to an acquittal. 

Judge Cox proceeded to say that it was dif- 
ficult to give the exact definition or to detine 
of what a reasonable doubt consisted, but lie 
gave a number of illustrations conveying the 

approximate idea. He then proceeded to say :

Ina case so 
full of detail, he should @eem it te be bis 
duty to. cail the attention of the 
jury to particular parts of it. but 
he wished the jury to distinetly understand 
that it wastheir province, and not his, to de- 
cide on the facta, and if he at any iime 
seenied to express or intimate an Opinion on 
the facts which he did not design to da, it 
would net be binding on them, but they 
mustdraw their own conclusions from the 
evidence. The instructions which he had al- 
ready given the jury imported that the true 
test of criminal responsibility, where the de- 
fense of insanity Was interposed, was whether 
the accused had sufficient use of his reason 
to understand the nature of the act with 
which he was charged and to understand that 
it was wrong for him to commit it. If those 
were facts he was criminally responsible for 
the act, whatever peculiarities might be shown 
of him in other respects. On the other hand, 
if his reason were so defective,in consequence 
of brain disease,that he could not understand 
what he was doing, or could not understand 
that what he was doing was wrong, he ought 
to be treated as an irresponsjble lunatic. 

In regard to insane delusions, Judge Cox 
said: ‘The most certain thing was that an 
insane delusion was never the result of rea- 
soning and reflection, was not generated by 
them and could not be dispelled by them. A 
man might reason himself or be reasoned by 
others into absurd opinions and be persuaded 
into impracticable schemes, but he could not 
be reasoned or persuaded into insanity or in- 
sane delusions.” 

After the jury had been out about twenty 
minutes, arecess was taken until 5:30, and

GHefore the circuit court of the United States 
yesterday, with Judge Erskine presiding, the 
case of Peter C. Sawyer, complainant, vs. 
Miller & Harris, et al., of Fort Valley, de- 
fendants, was heard and prayer of complain- 
ant granted. The case was one of unusual 
inierest, in that a great deal of money was in- 
voived, and concerned a gin patent reissued 
to P. C. Sawyer, of Macon, December 8th, 
1874. Since that date, nearly every gin 
maker in the United States, so it is claimed, 
has infringed upon the patent, and Mr. Saw- 
yer sought to enjoin one of the parties 
from making more gins and to be com- 
pensated with profits which have accrued 
to them. The judge granted the in- 
junction and appointed Colonel E. I’. Best as 
master, who will make his return to the April 
term of the court. The case against Miller & 
Harris, who are said to have made some 900 gins 
with tliis infringement, is only one of many, 
the judgment to hold good presumably 
against the others. Below we give a list of 
the makers andthe number of gins said to 
have been made by them adopting the con- 
trivance that will neither choke nor break 
the roll: Miller & Harris, Fort Valley, 900;

I hadupon 
the table at the bedside a pitcher of water and 
a drinking-g ass,a box of seidlitz powdeis, 
and an ounce of chiorate of potash in crystals. 
I had also at my bedside a paper of lemons, 
also one orange. These were all the agents 
within my reach. 

I recollected that lemon juice in. sufficient 
quantity was a sedative, and would lower the 
heart’s action, and by so doing might relieve 
me of those unpleasant visions. I therefore 
sgueezed all the juice I possibly could out of 
one of the lemons into the glass, to which [I 
added about two tablespoonsful of water, and 
drank it. I then opened the rind and sucked 
the balance of the juice. In about twenty 
minutes | took another lemon and used it in 
the same manner. Ina short time I felt very 
cold, as if I were lying in close proximity toa 
large mass of snow or ice. My pulse had drop- 
ped to sixty. Ishut my eyes to see if the un 
pleasant visions were gone. I notonly found 
that they were gone, but by placing my hand 
upon my head I found the pox had gone also. 
My head was bathed with guinmous-like fluid, 
which had exuded from the pox.

I 
laid down and slept two hours 
comfortably. I awoke, re- 
sumed, from cold, although I had plenty of 
cover over me and the fire was still burning 
in the grate. I felt so well pleased that I 
took a little more lemoen-juice. I kept my 
pulse at from sixty to sixty-seven for thirty.

PAYING FORA WIFE, 


Money Advaneed Young Men to Euable Them 
Marry a Fortune. 
Louisville Post. 

Something of a sensational romance is de- 
veloping. The alleged facts have been told 
to a Post reporter, but are not sufficiently au- 
thenticated to justify the reiteration of the 
full particulars, or the sounding of the names 
of the individuals mostly interested. The 
scheming herein developed, it is to be hoped, 
is not generally practiced, but those who 
have been analyzing this case declare that it is 
not an isolated one. How many others hold 
companionship with it would be hard to say. 
Men, however, will play at Any game for 
money. and will run all kinds of ¢hances 
when the hope of big gain is held out. Young 
men who live in the certainty of coming 
into a fortune can find the opportunity, if 
they so desire, of obtaining money. Right 
here in Louisville cases are known where 
money has been advanced young men on the 
prospect of the early death of a rich relative: 
mt here is one of the few cases wherein 
money has been advanced upon the proba- 
bility of a man marrying a fortune. 

The principal character of the case here 
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related is a young manof appat y good 
social position, and of good family connec- 
tions. For more than a year he n 
visiting a young lady residing in the eastern 
art of the city, and more than once gossip 
as heralded their engagement. All this was 
known and talked of among the friends of 
both. The young lady is German, her father 
is wealthy, and actively connected with one 
of the prominent business interests of the 
city, but this is as close to her identity as it is 
desirable to go. 

Some time during the early partof the sum- 
mer the young man went to a gentleman, who 
makes it a business to loan money on a good 
percentage, and requested a loan of a few 
hundred dollars. He wanted $300, and was 
willing to pay twelve or fifteen per cent., pay- 
mentto be made after his marriage. The 
money-lender had heard of the report of the 
engagement of the young people; he knew 
that the girl would have a dowry’of several 
thousand dollars, and that she would come 
into almost the entire estate of the old man 
after his death. He was familiar with the 
virl’s family, had known and trusted the 
young man for years, and knew that in the 
event of such a murriage he would be able to 
redeem any promise that he might make. 
The only thing was to convince bimself that 
the marriage had been decided upon. His in- 
ves igation developed satisfactory proof, and 
the $309 was advanced, with the understand- 
ing that the money was to be paid back within 
one month after the marriage at the rate of 
twenty per cent interest. 

At that time it was stated positively by the 
young man that the marriage would take 
place early in September, and the note given 
for the money was made payable in October. 
September came and September went, but 
no marriage was celebrated and no 
cause Was ever assigned for the postpone- 
ment. The young man said that it had been 
postponed until a certain day in November, 
at Which time the marriage would certainly 
take place, and it is said that to some friends 
he hinted at his intended bridal tour, which 
included a trip to Europe. Under these rep- 
resentations he borrowed an additional S200 
from another gentleman a short time betore 
date for the .marriage, announced for 
November. The day passed, and the young 
man went again among his friends, saying 
that the wedding had been postpened until 
the Christmas. holidays. When Christmas 
came the young man gathered up some very 
plausible exeuses and went out among his 
triends, saying that the wedding had been 
postponed until March. 

The men who had advanced the money be- 
came uneasy, and started out new inquiries. 
The information obtained was hot very con- 
soling. They were informed that no engage- 
ment had ever existed, but, on the contrary, 
the young man had proposed twice within & 
few months and been refused. This he most 
positively denied, stating that the engage- 
ment was private between him and the young 
lady, and that some objection on the part of 
her parents was the cause of the postpone- 
ment. He asserted most positively that the 
objections were such as could be readily dis- 
sipated, and that if he could keep up appear- 
ances for a short time all would be well. He 
plead earnestly that the matter be kept secret, 
offered to increase the per cent, and to pay 
the money within two months if the story be 
not carried to the girl’s family, which prop- 
osition was agreed to. 

The two money-lenders feel very anxious 
and uncomfortable; the young man is pretty 
muchin the same box. Two mornhs isa 
long time; it will seem long to the com sus- 
pense of the monety-lenders, but to thevago- 
nizing anxiety of the young man the time 
will tly swiftly enough. It is said that the 
notes given are not worth the paper they are 
written upon without the marriage be con- 
summated. Unless the promises made are 
fulfilled at the expiration of the two months 
ugly things are threatened. If the young 
man fails, and the story is carried to the 
young girl’s family, it is estimated that there 
will be an explosion, the noise of which will 
be sufficient to frighten somebody away from 
Louisville. On the other hand, if the young 
man is successful in his pleadings and wins 
the prize, he willgo forth praised and = con- 
gratulated of all people. 

This case recalls u somewhat similar one 
Which was known here a few years ago. <A 
young man who was poor, a toiler among the 
lowliest, became acquainied with a- rich 
young widow. Her beauty and her wealth 
had attracted many. This young man was in 
the army of admirers. He was poor, and his 
hope seemed a chimera. He was educated, a 
brilliant conversationalist, and made many 
friends. These friends assisted him and ad- 
vanced him money to enable him to keep up 
appearances. It was nothing more than bet- 
ting that he would win. Everything was against 
him, yet the bet was won. The lady’s relatives 
used every argument and persuasion to prevent 
the match, but when did love ever listen to 
argument, orwhen has threats ever driven 
two loving hearts apart? The young man 
was forbidden the house, but found ample 
opportunity to prosecute his suit, and one 
bright spring morning they were quietly mar- 
ried in one of the prominent churches 
of the city, the only persons pres- 
ent being the minister and the 
necessary witnesses. With the marriage 
the young man received a large fortune. Ile 
promptly returned to his friends the moncy 
advanced with a handsome interest, and 
is now happy and prosperous in a neigh- 
boring city. At the time of the occurrence

PROTECTION AND TARIFF REVISION, 

The Macon Telegraph having in effect chal- 
lenged the Savannab News to a discussion of 
the question of free trade and protection, it 
is possible that we may have a very lively 
season of polemics. The News is thoroughly 
impressed with the beauties of the free trade 
theory, while the Telegraph is as seriously in- 
fluenced by the practical considerations in- 
volved inthe idea of protection. The great 
difficnity in the way of a sober and serious 
discussion of the policy of protection is our 
present absurd tariff svstem, which consists 
of a jumble of war taxes and levies not at all 
suited to our present condition or to our com- 
mercial prospects. No doubt the system an- 
swered every purpose as a war measure, wlien 
the government was compelled to raise reve- 
nues from every available source; but it is 
not at all to the credit of those 
interested in rea] protection that 
such a system remains upon the statute 
beoks sixteen years after the emergency in 
Which it originated has passed. This war-sys- 
tem has given rise to some of the worst mo- 
nopolies the.country has ever seen and has 
bred a species of congressional corruption 
which is a disgrace to the country. The 
result has been that protection has be- 
come identified in the popular mind with 
the vast system of robbery and subsidy that 
has grown up under the war tariff; and there 
can be no profitable discussion of the merits 
of real protection, until those who are in 
fayor of protection join the movement in 
fayor ofa reasonable and fair revision and 
readjustment of the present tariff list. Unless 
this is speedily done, the organized monopo- 
lies which have boldly appropriated the ban- 
ners and weapons of the _ protectionists 
will not be able to subsidize congress 


mueh longer, and, when the reaction comes, 


it may be carried much further than the real 
interests of the country demand. The pro- 
tectionists are shrewd business men, but in 
this bu#iness they have been blind indeed. 
They Lave allowed the monopolists to control 
them throughout, and the result is a decided 
prejudice against protection in the public 
mind. 

We have frequently endeayored to show 
that there isno reason why a protectionist 
should prejudice his position by figuring as 
an opponent of tariff reform. All protection- 
ists are ready to admit that tariff reform is 
necessary, but they are afraid to entrust this 
revision to congress. Rather, to state the 
facts more exactly, the monopolists do not 
want revision at all, and they have inveigled 
=e protectionists into indorsing a so-called 

commission of experts,’ which will 
never accomplish anything. The idea that 
tariffrevision is a step in the direction of 
free trade is utter nonsense, and it is 
surpmising that the protectionists do not so 
see it. Thisis the cry of the monopolists— 
that tariff revision is atrick of the free-traders} 
Five hundred years from now when our man- 
ufactories are crowding each other, when the 
population becomes dense, and when the sup- 
ply of labor outruns the demand, the attrac- 
tive abstract reasoning upon which American 
free-traders base their arguments may be put 


into practice, but all the conditions here will | 


have to be similar to the conditions in 
England before any such movement will be 
countenanced by practical people. All the 
free trade arguments come from England 
and they are based on conditions which 
actually exist in that country. They are 
se! @’arly, logical, brilliant and impressive, 
but they are not practical. They do not fit 


* > © 


be . 
time enough to talk about free trade when all 
our resources, natural and artificial, have 
been thoroughly developed. 

But, in the meantime, there is no reason 
why protectionists should handicap them- 
selves with the jobs of a few monopolists, or, 
indeed, with a tariff system loosely flung 
together to meet the emergencies of war. 
They cannot maintain their present attitude 
without arousing the opposition of a public 
which is bled to pay the subsidies which 
have grown up under the present system, 
and it is questionable whether they are pre- 
pared to brave this opposition. 


AN IMPROPER ORDINANCE. 

We regret to see the unfortunate differences 
between the city council of Atlanta and the 
Cincinnati and Georgia railroad company. 

There was arumor current on the streets 
yesterday that on account ofa disagreement 
between the city authorities of Atlanta and 
the officers of this road that work had been 
suspended between South river and the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. The de- 
tails of these differences will be seen 
by reference to an interview with Major 
McCracken which appears in another column® 
He gives in this interview acopy of an ordi- 
nance new to us, and entirely unnecessary 
we think. Weare satisfied that this action 
was taken by the council without properly 
considering it. The company is entirely 
solvent and could made to do what 
was proper, if they had any 
intention of doing otherwise, without 
resorting to such an ordinance as this one is. 
We are ata loss to see why the city council 
should pass such an ordinance as this is, and 
at the same time submit daily, and we might 
say hourly, to the terrible nuisance at W hite- 
hall street crossing, and not say or do one 
thing to remedy thatevil. This fact will 
invite unfavorable comment on the subject. 
Why should there be one law for this road 
and no law for others is hard to ex- 
plain. The ordinance was unfortunate and 
useless. It was unfortunate because at this 
time we know that the question of the loca- 
cation of the shops and general offices of 
this road was pending before the board of 
managers with a decided majority strongly in 
favor of Atlanta as the proper place for these 
shops and officers. Other places had their 
advocates, but a majority sufficiently strong 
to authorize the announcement was in favor 
of this location weeks ago. This question 
will not be determined until the roads 
are finished, and the action of this council 
will be used by those in the board who were 
favorable to another location, as an argument 
why Atlanta should not be selected as the 
place. The ordinance was unnecessary, be- 
cause the law is as explicit now as it can be 
made. There isno question in the mind of 
ahluman being about what the remedy is— 
the proper crossing—if the railroad 
fails to provide for any _ road, street, 
or any kind of highway. The men 
who are interested in the construction of this 
line—who have furnished the money for it— 
are strangers not only in our city but in our 
state, and to be met with an ordinance from 
the city council making certain acts penal, 
when the law isample to cover the case with- 
out resort to such an ordinance, is, to say the 
least of it, calculated todo harm. We trust 
that when the city council has its regular 
meeting it will reconsider its action on this 
ordinance. 

If the city council had power to pass such 
an ordinance as this it would have the 
power toannul the charter of the road. It 
could defeat the construction of the railroad 
very easily if it had the power to enforce such 
an ordinance asthisis. It is not a fair way to 
test the differences between two corporations. 
This road has the right to be heard under its 
charter before it can be condemned. The 
city makes its officers criminals because they 
did not ask the city council to allow 
tnem to do what the legislaiure 
gave them power to do. We trust thatthe 
ofticers of this road will suspend any action 
in the matter adverse to Atlanta until the 
citizens of our city can be heard on this sub- 
ject. We are satisfied, from the assurances 
made to Colonel Cole when he first announced 
this great line to our people, and from their 
frequent expressions heretofore made in favor 
of aiding the enterprise in every possible way, 
that our citizens will not hesitate to do all in 
their power to have this improper ordinance

COTTON SEED AND ITS PRODUCTS. 


The possibilities of cotton seed bid fair to 
work a revolution of no small importance in 
the south during the next five years. The 
price of cotton seed has already risen from 
six to twelve dollars a ton, and the time is 
near at hand when every pound of surplus 
seed will command a good price. Some en- 
thusiastic people go so far as to predict that 
the seed from an acre will yet be worth more 
than the fleecy stuff that encoats it. The 
world has become familiar with two products 
of the seed—the seed cake meal and the crude 
oil. ‘The former is in demand, wherever its 
valuable properties are known, as one of the 
best articles for fattening stock, including the 
delicate horse. There is no stock food that 
surpasses it. The crude oil is. worth about 
forty cents a gallon, and is extensively used 
in paints, lubricants and soaps. It is also 
exported. On the other side of the ocean it 
becomes olive oil of the best brands, the 
proportions being three parts of cotton 
seed oil and one of olive oil. In_ that 
form itcomes back to us, and we accept it 
without question as one of the finest products 
of Italy’ssunny slopes. .We are now asked 
to accept itas a substitute for lard and even 
for butter; and as we have already accepted 
it under a foreign label for table use, the new 
request can scarcely be considered tnreasona- 
ble. By a new process of refinement—a pro- 
cess by the way that will doubtless be im- 
proved upon as we go aiong—the crude oil is 
turned into an article without taste, and 
without smell—that is wholesome because 
of vegetable origin; and pure because it 
is free of chemicals and adulteration. In 
this shape it is offered to the people of the 
south asa substitute forthe fat that comes 
from hogs that we know not of, and that goes 
through processes which the consumer does 
not understand. Tue Constitution has no 
desire to bull cotton seed oil; it simply 
asks forthe new article a fair trial. If this 
vegetable oil proves an~ acceptable sub- 
stitute for hogs fat; the south will]

gether satisfactory substitute for 
the kitchens of the south, it will be so in the 
kitchens of the north and of the old world. 
In a word, we are on the verge of an impor- 
tant change in the provisions trade. 

There are sixty-seven cotton-oil mills in op- 
eration, all lovated in the south, where fortu- 
nately all such mills must be located on ac- 
count of the bulky nature of cotton seed. 
These mills utilized last year about one-six- 
teenth of the seed product, or to be more 
exact, 180,000 tons out of about three millions. 
The annual product now of cotton-seed oil is 
said tobe fifteen millions gallons, two-thirds 
of which is exported to Europe. The new 
demand which has sprung up will, if main- 
tained, dot the southern country with oil 
mills—the more the better. A_ recent 
trade article in the New Orleans 
Times-Democrat states ‘‘that over 3,000 tierces 
“have ‘been taken from Tennessee and Ar- 
‘kansas oil refineries by the trade in provis- 
‘ions, to be used as a'substitute for lard in the 
“interior and in the vicinity of the refineries. 
“‘Itis also reported that large quantities have 
“also been taken here by the local and interior 
‘trade; hence it is notimprobable that if the 
‘movement in this product has assumed the 
“proportions reported, its consumption in- 
‘stead of lard may reach considerable magni 
‘tude by next season.” 

The Times-Democrat is unnecessarily cau- 
tious. The home and export trade will out- 
run the capacity of the mills;. but as there 
are heavy interests opposed to any change, it 
stands the mills in hand to make as good an 
article as they can; and to improve their pro- 
cesses as rapidly as experience and ingenuity 
will permit. We believe. the people of the 
south can be trusted to give the new article a 
fair field in its contéat with hog’s fat. In this 
connection we give a_ statement, clipped 
from the New York Commercial Bulletin, of 
the work that is goingon at New Orleans: 

A process is in course of development in New Or- 
leans to utilize cotton seed oil fur cooking, lubri- 
cating and illuminating purposes. On a small 
scale, a factory capsble of treating twenty barrels 
of oil per day has been estabiished, demonstrating 
the entire practicability of the process. A number 
of barrels of cotton seed oil were subjected to this 
new method of refining and eiimivating the 
alkalis, and the result answered the most sanguine 
expectations; being a clear, light golden liquid, in 
every respect answerable for the purposes de- 
signed. Some of the oil was placed in a lamp, and 
shed a pure white light, superior to that of any lard 
oil, and emitted po smoke. Mr. Draper, the in- 
ventor, claims forit, as an illuminator, superiority 
over any oil for mining purposes, as it will not con- 
geal as quickly as ordinary lard oil. The precipitate 
or residuum is used forlubricating purposes, and as 
such possesses features that will bring it into gen- 
eral use, especially for light machinery, on account 
of its not being liable to become thick and accumu 
lating on the object on whichitis used. Itis also 
expected to nak

£0, married, as his second wife, 
on the 3d of November, 1864, some eight months 
before his death at Beirut, in Syria, Miss Marie 
Esther Lee, of New York, a daughter of Mr. David 
Lee, of this city, and a sister of Mme. de Waechter. 
long the minister of Wurtenburg at Paris. The 
Princess de Noer is now the wife of Count Walder- 
sec, Moltke’s present associate and probable future 
successor in the general command of the German 
armies. The other matrimonial alijances of 
the Schleswig-Holstein-sonderberg-A ugustenberg 
branch of the house of Holstein are not un- 
interesting. The sister of the present 
cuke having married the son of the 
crown pene of Geriaany and Prussia, may 
one day be hailed as German empress, though her 
father was choused by Bismarck out of the duchies 
in 1366. Her uncle, Prince Christian, is one of 
Queen Victoria’s sonsin-law, and Prince Chris- 
tian’s sisteris the wife of a kiel doctor. Professor 
Esmarch. Altogether, within one page of ‘‘Alma- 
nach de Gotha’ and in two generations we have a 
family linked with the imperial throne of Germany. 
with the royal family of England, with a German 
doctor’s study in northern Europe, with a trader's 
shop in South Aimeriea, and with a merchant's 
counting-rooin in New York, the daughter of this 
cosmopolitan metropolis having been wooed and 
married in Syria!

Rooms or windows were hired on 
the preceding evening, the night was passed 
in feastimtg and card playing, aad at 8 o'clock 
in the morning the visitors--titled Indies as 
well as berutHed beaux—would take their 
seats ut a Window to witness the execution of 
some criminal, or, maybe, half a dozen crim- 
inalsin one batch. Yet most of my readers 
will allow that such titled ladies were no 
more to be blamed in their géneration than 
the republican sovereignnesses who nowadays 
express their sympathy with such = ill-condi- 
tioned monsters as Guiteau, Pomeroy, Cox, 
and many of that stamp, by showering ftlow- 
ers upon them and requesting the hideous 
favor of their autographs. 

Other examples of a more or less analagous 
kind are the following: A woman—name 
unrecorded—was hanged in 1808s. She came 
to herself after suspension for the prescribed 
period, not by slow degrees, but suddenly. 
John Hayes experienced an ordeal something 
like that of AnnGreen. After being hange: 
at Tyburn his bojy was taken to Sir William 
Blizard. the celebrated surgeon, and while 
laid out on a table in the dissecting room he 
displayed signs of life, and eventually recov- 
ered. A female servant of Mrs. Cope, of Ox- 
ford, convicted of some penal offense, was 
executed in 1650. After hanging an unusu- 
ly long time she was cut down, and fell heavi- 
lv to the ground. ‘rhe shock revived her, 
but the unfortunate wretch was effectually 
banged the next day. Margaret Dickson, a 
eentury anda half ago was convicted of eon- 
cealment of birth, and was subjected to the 
Hler body, after 
hanging on the) gibbet at Edinburgh, 
was cut down and given up to her friends. 
They put it into a cvilin, and drove oif with 
itin acart six milesto Musselburgh. Some 
apprentices rudely stopped the cart and 
loosened the lid of the coftin. This let in the 
air, and the air and the jolting together re- 
vived ber. She was carried indoors alive, but 
faint and barely conscious; and shie effect- 
ually recovered. Margaret lived many years, 
had other children born to her, and Was fa- 
miliarly known in Edinburg, where she sold 
salt, as ‘“Half-hanged Maggie.” A disgrace- 
ful scene took place at Edinburgh in 151s. 
The rope with which a man was hanged being 
too loose, his toes touched the plattorm; the 
assembled mob got up a riot on some pre 
text, the half-hanged man was carried off, re- 
captured, and finally hanged on the following 
day. Ascene ofa similar deplorable nature 
had been witnessed at Jersey a few years pre- 
viously. 

Many instances—how many we are never 
likely to know—havé occurred in which the 
eulprit and his friends make arrangements 
beturehand to defeat the hangman’s endeay- 
ors. M. Vanderkiste, in his “Six Years’ Mis- 
sion Among the Dens of London,’’ mentions 
the case of a woman who kept a house of call 
for thieves, and who was condemned to death 
for passing forged bank notes. Her friends, 
with surgical aid, caused a silver tube to be 
inserted in her throat some short time before 
the rope was to be placed around her neck. 
This prevented strangulation. Her friends 
obtained possession of the body, and restored 
her, though with great ditliculty. She lived 
many years afterward. : In 1696, one 
Richard Johnson, of Shrewsbury, sen- 
tenced to death for some crime, 
persuaded the sheriff to agree 
that the body, after hanging, shouid be placed 
in a coffin without being stripped, The 
sheriff may have been kind, but was certain- 
ivy weak, for cords had been twisted around

But the 
cunning was frustrated, despite the weakness 
of the sheriif, as Johnson showed signs of life 
even after hanging halfan hour, An exami- 
nation was made, the apparatus discovered 
and the man was effectually and finally 
hanged on the following day. Whether any 
tube was inserted we are not told, but there 
was evident collusion in the case of the man 
banged at Cork in 1767. His body was car- 
ried by his friends to a predetermined 
spot, where a surgeon made an incision 
in the windpipe, and resusciated the 
man in six hours. Let us hope that 
the rest of the story is not quite true, to the 
effect that the fellow went to the theater that 
same evening. The William Duell who was 
hanged in 1740, and who came to himself again 
when just about to be dissected at Surgeon s 
hall, may, like Ann Green, have survived 
through some peculiarity In the neck, or some 
clumsiness on the part of the executioner, 
without any collusion or cunning among his 
friends. In 1787 a man named Kelly was sen- 
tenced to execution at Trim, In Ireland. On 
the early morning of the day intended to be 
his last, he contrived to cut his blanket into 
atrips about four inches wide, join them 


torether with strong woolen threads, and form 
adouble sling. This le pe under his 
arms, fastened the ends to his neck, and there 
rovided an iron hook to receive the halter. 

hus accoutred he proceeded to the place of ex- 
ecution. Ili is supposed that he had found 
means to bribe the hangman, to whom he 
made a request to draw him up close to the 
fpulley, and lower him gently when dead. 

ut the crafty;maneuver did not succeed. Kel- 
ly had not ailowed for the stretching of the 
strips of blanket by his own weight, the 
point of the hook fastened into his windpipe, 
and gave him so much pain that he struggled 
violently. Ile was, however, allowed to hang 
until really dead, when his sling apparatus 
was discovered. <A _ successful attempt to 
cheat the gallows once broughtan under sher- 
iff into trouble. William Barrett. executed 
in Tyrone in 1759, contrived to wear some 
kind of concealed collar, which prevented 
strangulation; he was cut down, apparently 
dead, but atterward recovered. 


Barrett thus to evade the law, was fined £100 
and imprisoned for two years. 

A reprieve has someiimes arrived too late 
to save the poor wretch in whose behalf it 
had been obtained. More fortunate was a 
burglar who was hanged in 1705, for the re- 
prieve arrived when life was only half ex- 
tinct. He was quickly cut down, placed 
under medical care, and restored. 

A question arises which very few living 
persons are in 4 position to answer, viz: 
What are the sensations experienced during 
hanging? Some of the few who have been 
able to give any account of their conscious: 
ness at so critical a moment say that, after 
one instant of pain, the chief sensation is 
that of armassof brilliant colors filling the eye- 
balls. The Quarterly Review, volume so. 
treating on this matter, says: ‘‘An acquaint- 
ance of Lord Bacon, who meant to hang him- 
self partialiv, lost his footing and was cut 
down at the last extremity, having nearly 
paid fer his curiosity with his life.

of the Greck play of “Ckdipus” before a pop- 
ulur audience, preparatory to its reproduction 
in other cities and on the road, was in several 
respects a flattering SUCCESS. The periormance 
as a whole, remarkably 
smooth and sincere, and gave evidence of ex- 
The play was 
given With careful attention to every detail, 
und reproduced with all the elaborateness 
and thoroughness, In respect to scenery, cos- 
tunes andappointments, that characterized its 
presentation at Harvard college last winter, 
The stage, indeed, was set somewhat more 
elaborately, and a fac simile of the ancient 
Greek theater faithfully presented. The or- 
chestra and costumed chorus gathered about 
the altar occupied. about a fifth part of the 
orchestra of the theater, as at Harvard, and 
Professor Paine’s music was rendered under 
the direction of Professor G. W. Chadwick. 
The curtain was up curing the entire per- 
formance, and there’ were very few waits.

Miss 
Georyia Cayvan, as Jocasta, made a favorable 
impression, and of the others P. Charles Ifa- 
gar, as messenger from Corinth, and Lewis 
Morrison as Creone, deserves commendation 
for the admirable reading of their lines and 
an intelligent, dignified performance of their 
parts. The house was not a. crowded one, 
nor was it particularly brilliant.

What is Done With the Twe Mililon Pounds o 
Arsenic Annually Imported. 


Food and Health. 

Committees of experts tell of adulteration 
in food that is simply appalling. Were the 
ingredients which are mixed with food in- 
nocuous it would still be a very great hard- 
ship; but when it is Known that the most 
violent poisons are employed it isa marvel that 
the whole country does not rise up and put a 
stop to such practices and punish all dealers 
who sell poisonous articles of food. If confir- 
mation of these startling statements were 
needed one has only to read the facts recently 
prought to light in Chicago, where it 
is impossible to find pure sugar and where not 
ten per cent of the milK is good. In that city 
the bread, without exception, is poisonous; 
the teas were never iinported, but are made 
of leaves ‘‘faced’’ with Prussian blue and 
chromate of lead. Seventy-five per cent of 
the cream of tartar is white earth, and the 
with lamp-black. But Chi- 
cago isno worse than other cities. Baking 
powders are largely composed of alum. Pick- 
ling tluid is diluted with sulphuric acid, alum 
and verdigris to give it a peculiar flavor. 

lhe manufacture of a great deai of our con- 
fectionery should be punished as acrime, for 
much of the candy sold to children ts simply 
alump of white earth, made attractive to the 
eve With arsenical paint and sweetened with 
vrlucose, ostly spices are counterfeited in a 
terribly grotesque manner, the flavoring be- 
ing given by the rankest poisons. In these 
and other aduiterations arsenic plays the 
largest part. We import annually two mil- 
lion pounds of this deadly poison—one cent’s 
worth of which would kill 2,800 people—and 
the bulk of this import is used in the prepara- 
tion of food and clothing.

China Very Jealous of Uer Vale-Taught Voutha. 
Hartrorp, Conn., January 25.—There have 


been conflicting reports regarding the treat- 
ment of the Chinese students who were or 
dered back to China several months ago since 
their arrival home. .A letter just received 
from one of the brightest of the boys, who 
was in the headquarters at Hartford, says that 
upon arriving at Shanghai the students were 
all treated very coolly, and they were placed in 
a damp, dirty school-house, the doors to which 
were nailed Up With the ex: eption of atront 
door, Which was guarded by soldiers, Even 
those who had homes were not permitted to 
vo outside. Tiere they staid for two weeks, 
wien, by the intercession of influential 
triends, they were permitted to live elsewhere. 
They were divided into three divisions, 10 
remaining at Shanghai, 27 going to Tientsin, 
and 11 to Foochow. ‘The writer of the letter 
is one of the Tientsin cornpany, the members 
of which are engaved in different studies. He 
says the school they occupy is surrounded by 
a high mud wall and several canals; that the 
boys are not allowed to go outside the wall, or 
even to visit friends Which 
Is in the same Inclosture; that the whole situa- 
tion is decidedly prison-like. TPoere wassome 
expectation at the time the letter was written 
that more freedom would be permitted.

The Protect!ve Effects of Vaccination. 
London Times, 

Dr. Henry Tompkins, medical superintendent of 
the fever hospital beionyving to the Manchester roy- 
aiiufirmary at Mousail, iia paper which he read 
recently at Oweus college, said: ‘“‘The most strik- 
ing of ali evidence is, perhaps, that derived from 
the small-pox hospiuls theinselves. Here the pro- 
tective influence of vaccination is proved ina 
manner beyord all cavil. At Highgate, during an 
experience of forty years, bO llurse or servant hay- 
ing been vaccinated hasever contracted the dis- 
ease, and evidence of the same character I ¢an my- 
self bring forward for during the whole time that 
[ had charge of the fever bospital, more than 
n thousand cases of small-pox have passed 
under my care, yetnoservant, nurse, porter or other 
person engaged there has, after revaccination, ever 
taken it, though exposed daily to infection in its 
mast concentrated form. One woman, a laundress 
who escuped vaccination, took the disease and died; 
one nurse, whosome years before had suffered from 
smiall-pox, and was then considered protected, had 
avery mild attack; and this summer a workman, 
who did not live on the premises, but came in to 
work asa painter, was not vaccinated and hada 
rather severe attack, and still more recently a ser- 
vant, who by an oversight was allowed to goabout 
her work three days before being vaccinated, had, 
before the latter had run its course, a slight abor- 
tive attack Again, among all the students who, 
during the past two years, have attended 
the hospital for clinical instruction, not one 
hus suffered, all having been  revaccinated 
before being permitted to enter the = small 
pox wards; and in their case the false ‘argument 
which opponents of vaccination have brought for- 
ward toexplain the immunity enjoyed by nurses 
and others in attendance on the sick, viz: that con- 
stant intercourse and exposure to infection ren- 
ders them proof againstit by the system becoming 
inured to the poison, Caunot be applied, as these 
gentlemen attend the hospital only a few hours 
once a week. [defy the most enthusiastic or con- 
sientious of anti-vaccinators to bring evidence 
lilge this on his side of the question, or to bring for- 
ward even half a dozen persons, choose them 
whence they may, who have not been protected 
against small-pox, and expose them as the students 
are exposed, yithout moreor less of the number 
tuking the disease. Facts such as these should 
convert the most ardent anti-vaecinator from his 
folly, and couvince him that a weapon of defense 
=) powerful as Vaccination should not | le it to the 
pleasure of the individual, but that the state has 
the right and duty to look after its most thorough 
performance.’’

POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


A Called Seasion of the Board, During which a tCen- 
eral Investigation of Character is Mad. 

There was acalled session of the board of 
police commissioners last night. The meet- 
ing was called for the purpose of investigating 
charges against Officers Menkin, Holland, 
Norman and Lindsay. 

There were present Commissioner 
chairman; Commissioners Hancock, 
smith and Thrower. 

Ofiicer Menkin was first arraigned for trial. 
He plead not guilty to the charge of ®cing 
drunk on duty and discharging fire arms on 
the street. 

Mr, D. W. Allen, proprietor of the Palace 
restaurant, on Alabama, street, testified that 
the accused came into his place of business 
and said to him: “I have been feeling badly 
and have taken adrink.”’ The witness did not 
think the officer drunk. He heard the report 
of a pistol, but could not say who fired it. 

Officer Manley testified to seeing Officer 
Menkin that night, but could not say that he 
was drinking. He heard the report of the 
pistol, but could not say who fired it. He 
saw the pistol in the officer's hand. The wit- 
ness did not know whether the discharge was 
accidental or not. 

Otfticer West swore that he had seen n en 
drunker, and that he had seen men not so 
drunk as the accused was at the time the of- 
fense was charged, 

Ofticer McKwin and Officer Moss testified to 
the same facts. Oflicer Abbott swore that 
the accused was tight. 

Otlicer Holland testitied that he and the ac- 
cused met that night, and while discussing 
a ‘cause’ the accused ‘‘called”’ for aid by strik- 
ing the pavement with his stick. Later the 
discharge of apistol attracted his attention, 
and while hunting the offender Officer Men- 
kin’s pistol was accidentally discharged. 

Andrew Clark, who works at Allen's res- 
taurant, testified that he heard the accused 
order a whisky sour at Kenny’s, but did not 
see him drigk it. 

The accused, in his statement, admitted 
having drank whisky but said that he did so 
because he was sick and because his plhysi- 
cian advised it. Ife admitted the discharge 
of his pistol, but said that it was purely acci- 
dental. 

After the evidence and the statement shad 
been reviewed by the board, Officer Menkin 
was voted guilty and was discharged from the 
foree, Where he has worked faithfully and 
acceptably tor several years past. 

Oilicer M. N. Holland plead not guilty to 
the charge of drinking on duty. The’ same 
testimony as that adduced in Menkin case 
was deposed in this case, as the two oflicers 
were on duty together that night. The 
charges were, upon motion, dismissed. 

Otticer Norman was arraigned for trial. 
oy was charged with permitting one citizen 
o curse another wfthout making an arrest. 
The oificer stated that he heard the gent!e- 
men conversing but thought at first that thev 
were transacting some business. However 
when he ascertained that they were quarrel- 
ing he interfered, The case was disposed of 
by a resolution instructing the chief to cau- 
tion the members of the police torce against 
the unwillingness they manifest to make 
cases. 

Supernumerary M. M. White was unani- 
mously elected to the position made vacant 
by the dismissal of Mr. Menkin. 

fr. P. Aldridge was elected supernumerary. 

Charges were preierred. by Captain E. ¥. 
Couch against Supernumerary Lindsay. The 
captain alleged that the accused secured a 
leave of absence one evening by representing 
to his superior officer that he had urgent 
business of a personal character to attend to, 
and that later in the evening he was found 
uta negro bailon Hunter street.
